TRY TO LURE LEFTISTS 


The government ordered voting 
prolonged several hours after the 
closing time in two heavily-leftist 
sections of Athens in an attempt 
to lure left wing voters to the polls 
despite the Communist boycott. 

Voting in the heavily-guarded 
areas of Athens and Piraeus was 
extremely calm, with no violence 
reported. However, police arrested 
15 Communist supporters for 
standing outside polling booths 
and shouting to voters to abstain. 

Two hundred and forty allied 
teams of American, French and 
British observers watched the vot- 
ing so they could report on 
fairness and impartiality. Half of 
the teams remained at designated 
polling places and the remainder 
roved from place to place. They 
continued to watch as election 
boards began their tabulations. 

American observers and corre- 
spondents were cheered and ap- 
plauded by the Greeks when they 
appeared at polling places.

Hore-Belisha was casting about for 
a leader to reshape Britain's arm- 
ed forces to meet modern require- 
ments, he was promoted-—-over the 
heads of 90 other generals—to the 
British army’s highest post, that 
of chief of the Imperial Staff.

Spring 
Is Moving On 


Riding all day through Georgia, up from the 
south: s 

In the woods, the white splash of the dogwood 
is dying. Spring has come and is going,«ein the south counties The 
wild honeysuckle, that city people call azaleas, flames along the 
road or in the edges of the woods where some old house stood 
years ago, leaving -only a stone or so and the flowers sme 
unknown and forgotten housewife planted. years ago. 

There is a smoky tang to the air. The acrid, nostalgic smel of 
wood burning beneath the Friday washday pots; the wood smoke 
from the chimneys of the farmhouses fights with the warm smell 
of wet plowed earth in the hot noon sn to see which will five 
character to the air. And neither quite wins. 


The roads are clean, with three days rain, and there is no 
work~-in the wet fields. They lie there under the fresh sun, their 
furrows plowed in contour, pleasant*and curving. Now and then 
the road and fields and trees and skies combine so that one 
looks up the curving brown earth to the top of the sky, which is 
rimmed with trees feathered in. new green leaves, the sky climbing 
blue behind them to tremendous, distant heights. All of it, the 
dark reddish earth, the green and blue fitting together in me 
blending picture of sun and earth and tree and sky. 

Giant old oaks, which were stark and bare of limb and twisted 
of line, now have their green symmetry of line and beauty. 

There are fields, too, whose furrows run in rounding lines to 
a field already green with oats. The red wet earth and the wet 
green oats are a tartan not to be woven in cloth. - 


There still are dirt roads. You turn off the high- 
way'’s marked and even line into the country that 
was. The sand and clay roads drain well. x 

Cushioned in the sand, the wheels make no noise. The whole 
car seems to grow all but silent. Sounds never heard on the harsh 
highways come easily to the ears—the sound: of wood being 
chopped; the cries of childrén playing in a yard; the cackle of 
hens and the songs of women at work over wash pots in the yard. 

Mules pull lazy loads. With the fields too wet for work, it is a 
time for visiting. Kitchen chairs in the wagon bed are still in use. 
White and colored, you see them, starched and “dressed up,” going 
along the_roads to visit.relatives in the next town or, simply, down 
the road *“a piece.” 

For miles there will be no one else on the road, save an occa- 
sional land terrapin, or gopher, making his slow way across the 
road. A creature of prehistoric ancestry, he still. survives, his 
uses and habits unknown. Now and then an early blacksnake 
wriggk& across the warm, damp road. But for miles that will be 
all. The fields and trees come and fr ae the stillness is unbroken. 


Dirt roads are still beautifuly as the past is beautiful, pastoral 
and cool as old memories. Riding them for 50 miles, in no hurry, 
using them adventurously, seeking what is unspoiled by pavement, 
gasoline =: billboards, bar-b-q signs and the debris and shabbi- 
ness of highway scenery, one wishes they would never be paved. 
Those who live on them think differently. They want the conven- 
ience of pavement, the release from mud and washboard ruts. 
But, when they get them, and the roads begin to dry up their 
little communities; when the cars whizz by on their way north 
and south; when “Joe’s Place” comes; when “Bill’s Bar-B-Cue” 
and the juke joints come—then, I think, there will be days when 
éven they wish the cool dirt road was back again. 

You see evidences of the war. In the little towns—and

But you see that the allotment checks and the money from war 
plants wasn't all wasted and spent frivolOusly. Never has Georgia 
looked as good. Never have so many houses and barns been painted. 
Never. have there been so many bricked-up well tops, replacing the 
old boards. 

Georgia is at her prettiest now, I think. 
satisfying to ride its roads.

He be- 
gins by spending the lunch hour at the factory and is then engaged 
by the management to spend-a couple of*hours there each morning. 

And the older people, including his father, think he is a fool to 
become, what they call, a “factory doctor.” ‘Unethical, besides. 
Sticks to It But he sticks to his own beliefs and, at the end of 

the story, has become head of the medical depart- 
ment of a nation-wide industrial empire, has seen his ideas put into 
practice and has received a national honor for his work in rehabili- 
tation of injured war veterans. , 

Now 1 suppose, back in the early days, the “factory doctors” 
were to some extent looked down upon and eonsidered poor speci- 
mens oi their profession. Though what memory of such profession- 
al men I have does nov bear this out, 

I always thought, in those old days, that “factory doctors’” were 
young physicians, recently out of hospital internship, just setting 
up in private practice, who took wholesa@e industrial jobs as a sort 
of financial stopgap while they were waiting for private practice 
to provide the necessary livelihood, | 

The hero in this picture, though, is altogether different. He goes 
into industrial medicine as a life work and he is thus enabled to be 
a pioneer in that work which has combined with safety engineering 
to almost entirely do away with industrial accidents, once of almost 
daily occurrence, and to provide proper medical and surgical atten- 
tion, hospitalization, etc., for a vast majority of workers in Ameri- 


can industry. P 

. As this picture shows, perhaps the mést im. 
The Biggest Job portant aienee of a “factory doctor's” job is 
the placing of each employe in that job for which he is, physically 
and temperamentally, best fitted. 

This.began when industrial doctors persuaded, factory manage- 
ment to let them make complete physical examinations of all pro- 
spective employes and to furnish recommendations as to type of 
work most suitable for each individual to the personnel manager 
before the applicant is hired and put to. work. 

With such a system in operation, it was inevitable that industry 
would be ready to provide work for great numbers of ex-soldiers 
who suffered physical handicap during their Army service. 

A man lacking a leg, for instance, might, in the old, ignorant days, 
have been automatically barred from employment in almost any 
factory. Now, chiefly due to the insistence of the industrial doctors, 
he is examined, tested, and given & job which most nearly suits his 
temperamental needs, and a job at which he sits down—thus un- 
handicapped by the missing leg. 


Many Here It so happens I know that the great majority of in- 

dustrial establishments in Atlanta maintain just 
such medical departments as depicted in the picture. Most of them 
give all new employes complete physical @xaminations and, if a 
condition is revealed which needs further attention, the same 
medical departments see to it that the case is “followed through,” 
either by the individual's personk! physician or by-the “factory 
doctor” himself. | 

I know of large Atlanta establishments—-they would complain 
if 1 identified them here—which have almost entirely staffed cer- 
tain departments with crippled war veterans, Because it is work 
not hindered by their handicap. 

There is nothing more important for the general psychological

WASEINGTON.—New York State Democrats 
are still talking of a political reshuffle this year 
which may result in the party senatorial nomi- 

nation going to Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, widows of the late President. 

Plans to this end are yet in the formative stage, but it would 
atthe, surprising to see some program of the kind worked out 
inally. 

All of the talk invoiving Mrs. Roosevelt's name revolves around 
the possibility (probability might be a better word) of Sen. James 
M. Mead becoming the Democratic candidate for governor of New 
York this fall.. ' 

Sen. Mead’s term expires this year, so that he would have to 
give up Mis present office in order to run for the governorship. 

In any event, there has been considerable undercover talk of, 
a slate of the kind for the past several weeks. Those who have 
d.scussed the matter with Mrs. Roosevelt say that she would not 
be averse to making a campaign of the kind, if drafted by her party. 

She is not a candidate for the office in the sense that she would 
be willing to make an active canvass for the nomination, but if the 
party leaders should decree that she run and hand her the nomi- 
nation, then, it is Said, she would run.

Truman Would Co operate the Empire State situation with 
party leaders the other day.

While nothing was revealed as to what was said in the conversa- 
tion, it may be put down as fairly certain that Mr. Truman pledged 
himself to co-operate in any program involving Mrs. Roosevelt's 
political future. . 

The former First Lady distinguished herself greativ in the work 
she did as one of the American delegates to the United Nations 
conference in London recently. Other members of the delegation 
came back singing her praises for the excellent manner in, which 
she handled herself. 

During the 12 vears her husband occupied the White House she 
made a name for herself, also, in the many ‘social uplift pursuits 
in which she engaged. Many of her activities stirred bitter con- 
troversies, it is ttue, but the net effect was to give her a popular 
standing with the rank and file of the people. 

There can be little doubt that if she should receive the party 
nomination she would command the support of the various con- 
flicting elements that go to make up the Democratic following in 
New York State. Many observers believe she would make an 
exceedingly strong candidate, not only in her own right, but because 
she bears the name of the late four-term President. 

That cannot be said of every candidate the party puts up in 
New York State. In the last gubernatorial election, for example, a 
schism over the nominee resulted in the party candidate losing the 
considerable vote of the American Labor Party, a factor which 
made it easy for Gov. Dewey to win. Mrs. Roosevelt would, 


be sure to get this vote. 

Whether you like her or not, Mrs. Roose- 
A Great Woman velt is entitled to the rating as one of the 
great women of America. Her zeal for the betterment of social 
conditions has seemed to lead her a bit too far to the left at times, 
but no one can question the soundness of her basic motives. 

If she is elected to the Senate from New York, she will be 
the first woman to gain such honors on her own. Two other wome 
have served in the Senate, but both of them obtained their initial 
entrance through appointment. One was-Mrs. Rebecca Felton, of 
Georgia, who served for only a day back in the early 20s, 

The second was Mrs. Hattie Caraway, of Arkansas. She was 
first appointed to the unexpired term of her husband, the late 
Sen. Thad Caraway. Latér she was elected to succeed herself for 
a full term, but largely through the intervention of Huey Long, 
the late Louisiana Kingfish, who stumped the state in her behalf.
